The models are 
made of wax, because it is a material 
which does not absorb water or change 
its weight, so alterations can be easily 
made; also the material can be melted 
up and used again. 


Onr naval authorities also have mod- 


els of all their hulls constructed, but 
these are much more elaboiate, being 
formed of white pine and fitted with 
rudders, false keels, propeller shafts and 
all other necessary parts.—New York 
World.

"What do we care about what you do 


with the Philippines? That's your busi- 
ness, not ours. What is meant by "open 
door" regarding China? It means that 
we want her to help herself; to keep her 
own arms an(J her own institutions. We 
must help her though, for if we do not 
she will collapse, and if that happens 
there will be nothing left save control 
over certain portions of China. 
The 


doors cannot be kept open unless the 
four countries I propose agree to keep 
them open." 


After he had concluded Lord Hereford 


was cheered for several minutes. 


"Whitelaw Reid spoke next. Referring 


,to the action of the peace commissioners 
in connection with the Philippines, he 
said: "Here was an archipelago prac- 
tically without manufactures to protect 
or need for protection to develop manu- 
factures; and here were swarming popu- 
lations with whom trade was sure to in- 
crease and ramify in proportion to its 
freedom from obstructions. 


"Thus it came about that your com- 


missioners were led to a view which to 
many has seemed a new departure; and 
were finally enabled to preface an offer 
to Spain with the remark that it was the 
policy of the United States to maintain 
in the Philippines an open door to the 
world's commerce. Great protectionist 
leader as the president is, he sanctioned 
the declaration; and protectionist as is 
the senate, it ratified the pledge. Under 
treaty guarantee Spain is now entitled 
to the open door in the Philippines for 
10 years. 


"Under the most favored nation clause, 


what is thus secured to Spain could not 
easily be refused to any other nation; 
and the door that stands open there for 
the next 10 years will by that time have 
such a rising tide of trade pouring 
through ft from the awakening east that 
ao man thenceforward can ever close it." 


Mr. Reid stated that the policy of the 


United States in the Philippines would 
be to Impose such import or export 
duties as would raise the revenues need- 
ed for the government of the territory, 
to be paid at its ports on a basis of abso- 
lute equality by all comers. The Ding- 
ley tariff was not to be transferred to the 
antipodes. He said: "Protectionists or 
free traders, I believe we may all rejoice 
in this as best for the Philippines, and 
best for ourselves. It enables Great 
Britain and the United States to pre- 
serve a common interest and present a 
common front in the enormous commer- 
cial development In Bhe east that must 
attend the awakening of the Chinese 
colossus; and whenever Great Britain 
and the United States stand together the 
peace afid the civilization of the jrorld 
will be the better for it."

There is an interesting article in The 


Nineteenth Century in which Mr. J 
A. Qibaon tells how be was cured of 
consumption. Mr. Gibson found him- 
welf, at the age of 28, suffering from 
acute phthisis. His case was pronounced 
to be desperate by the doctors. Ha 
weighed only 0 stone 1 pounds, and the 
disease had such a hold upon him that 
ho never expected to recover. However, 
he went oft into the country, as the 
doctors advised, and after three months 
of complete rest and a diet of more 
than half a gallon of milk a day he had 
put on a few pounds' weight. Then a 
friend urged him to go to Nordrach in 
the Black forest and place himself un- 
der Dr. Walther. 


Ho did so, and in fortr months he 


came back to England in a state of bar- 
baric health, weighing 12Ja etone and 
with .1 chest measurement to correspond. 
What was this magical treatment of Dr. 
Walther? Nourishment, rest and fresh 
air—no mediates, no inoculation, no 
coddling, but simply open windows day 
and night, enormous meals and careful- 
ly regulated exercise and rest. 


It sounds an easy cure, and it began 


to take effect instantaneously in Mr. 
Gibson's case. The first thing was to 
gain in weight, and with this object in 
view Dr. Walther fairly crammed his 
patient. Mr. Gibson gained in weight. 
Everybody else gdined in weight. Thera 
was a competition as to who should 
gain most, and people ate for dear life, 
with an eye on the scale. 


"We used to say among ourselves," 


writes Mr. Gibson, "that we had to eat 
three times the ordinary amount of food 
—one portion to replace natural waste, 
a second portion to replace the extra; 
waste from the disease and a third por- 
tion to put on weight so that the system 
might be strengthened and finally get 
the better of the disease." Everybody 
had to lie down for an hour before 
meals. To bed at 0 and up at 7; break- 
fast at 8, dinner at 1, supper at 7—this 
was the day's routine, with a walk at 
a snail's pace. 


From the moment of arrival until 


leaving Nordrach the patient never 
breathes one breath of any but the 
purest air, as Nordrach is in the Black 
forest, at an elevation of 1,600 feet, 
surrounded by trees, and a long way 
from a town or even a village. The 
casement windows of the sanitarium are 
kept wide open day and night, summer 
and winter, and in some instances the 
windows are taken completely out of 
the frames. 


Thus it is practically an outdoor life 


the patient lives continuously. There ia 
therefore no danger of chills on going 
out in any kind of weather or at any 
hour, as the temperature within and 
without is equal. So pleasant does this 
living in the open become and so hardy 
is the patient made'and so invigorated 
that on his return to this country it is 
the greatest misery for him to have to 
remain in a room with closed windows. 


Being at such a considerable height 


—1,500 feet, with a ri&e in the longer 
walks of another 1^500 feet—the pa- 
tient, to get the same amount of oxygen 
into the system, must breathe relative- 
ly more of the rarefied air and thus "ex- 
pand the lungs. In this way Lhe lungs 
are completely flooded with pure air. 
All the odd corners and crannies, which 
he has hardly used for years, are venti- 
lated, which the easy walking up hill is 
eminently calculated TO effect, while at 
the same time the almost absolute rest 
the patient enjoys allows the lungs to 
be practically undisturbed, and so per- 
mits the healing process to proceed. 
The climate is much the same as in 
England. There is quite as high a rain- 
fall, and in winter it is much colder. 
But it has been demonstrated beyond a 
doubt that climate has absolutely noth- 
ing to do with the case. 


There the patients, who go out regu- 


larly day after day in all kinds of 
weather, sometimes walk for hours at a 
time in the rain without ever thinking 
of changing their wet clothes afterward. 
This course Mr. Gibson still adopts and 
finds that such a wetting—sometimes 
Wice in one day—never does him any 
harm whatever. 


, He asked Dr. Walther if he thought 
his system could be carried on with hope 
iof success in this country. He said that 
St could be worked here quite as well aa 
at Nordrach, or as in the balmiest 
clime; that all that was required was a 
place where pure air was to be had, sit- 
uated well away from a town, at a fa^'r 
elevation, and the man to see that tlia 
system was properly carried out.

Freedom from wind, a high average of 
sunshine, dry climate and all ?ucb o^er 
things as are generally supposed to be 
so necessary go for nothing.

/possible to cure here, on the spot, al- 
most all the people of this country who 
are ill of phthisis. Why, then, are sani- 
tariums not erected at once to cure the 
hundreds of thousands of those who are 
ill and who have not the means to go 
abroad—hundreds of thousands who are 
as certainly doomed to death as if they 
were already under the sod if some 
tench eteps bo not at once taken ? It is 
sad to think that all these people must 
die when they might easily be saved.

"This same pup's mother was an es- 


pecially fine animal. One night the 
herder brought in his flocks and hurried 
to his cabin to cook himself some sup- 
per, for he was more than usually hun- 
gry. But he missed the dog, which usu- 
ally followed him to the cabin of an 
evening to have her supper. The herder 
thought rather strange of it, bnt made 
no search for the dog that night But 
when he went down to the corrals the 
next morning he found the gate open 
and the faithful dog standing guard 
over the flocks. The herder, in his haste 
the night before, had forgotten to close 
the gate, and the dog, more faithful 
than her master, had remained at her 
post all night, though suffering from 
hunger and thirst. 


"On another occasion this same dog 


was left to watch a flock of sheep near 
the herder's cabin while the herder got 
his supper. After the herder had eaten

ABOUT BOOKCASES. 


A bookcase should if possible find a 


place in every room of the house unless 
perhaps we except the dining room, 
usually kept for the purpose of dining, 
as It at once adds the charm of comfort 
and homeliness, besides being a most 
useful possession Without books a room 
jacks Its best ornaments, and to fill an 
odd corner 'here is nothing so nice as 
a pretty, well designed bookcase. Nat- 
urally we should not use the same de- 
sign for the different rooms. In this, as 
in all things, appropriateness has to be 
considered, it must suit the style of 
room and be in keeping with the other 
furniture* Knowing where we wish to 
place it, there can be no difficulty In 
getting just the thing, for among the 
countless different designs it must be 
possible to please even the most fastid- 
ious taste. They are made in all the 
hard woods, oak, mahogany, walnut, 
ebony and ash, and look best when they 
are of the same as the surrounding fur- 
niture 
^ 


For the library It Is very usual to 


have fitted bookcases in oak or walnut, 
which are sometimes carried from floor 


the shelves. This design has not the 
cabriole legs but is more after the fash- 
ion of the dwarf bookcase, the bottom 
being finished with a plinth. 


A still simpler bookcase may be made 


by fitting three shelves into a recess and 
finishing the edge with a small bead 
molding or even a good silk fringe and 
' suspending a silk curtain from the low- 
est shelf to the floor, behind which 
newspapers, etc., may be placed. This 
style, again, is very useful in the bed- 
room and is so readily made that any 
one who has an idea of carpentry can 
manage to erect one for himself at a 
cost of a few dollars. 


Then, again, there is the small hang- 


ing bookcase, or rather shelves, which 
are usually found in bedrooms and 
girls' sitting rooms and are always use- 
ful and pretty wall decorations, and the 
revolving bookstand, which is not so 
suitable for bedroom use as for the 
drawing room or library.

and they were promptly taken back. 


The fourth man joined the Car- 


penters' union last Wednesday even- 
ing, and yesterday morning he again 
took his place at work on the baru. 
The Central Labor union was well sat- 
isfied with the result. 


A committee was appointed to sec 


the trustees of the IT. jM. T. A. society 
to have if possible a union labor clause 
inserted ia the contracts for the re- 
building of the burned part of the so- 
ciety's building. A committee was also 
appointed to see Porter & Hannum and 
P. J. Boland in regard to the employ- 
ment of non-union carpenters on the 
new hotel building on State street. 


Resolutions were introduced endors- 


ing the movement started by Rev. W. 
L. Tenney In his last Sunday's sermon 
for the organization of some system of 
associated charity. This called out con- 
siderable discussion, and finally the 
resolution was laid aside until a com- 
mittee can investigate the plans. This 
committee consists of D. P. Curley, 
H. J. Huffnagle and William Mc- 
Ginnis. 


The legislative committee was In- 


structed to use especial efforts to se- 
cure the support of the local repre- 
sentatives in Boston for the bill ex- 
empting labor unions from 
the in- 


insurance laws of the state. 


A committee was appointed to repre- 


sent the Central Labor union at the 
smoke talk of the Loomflxers' union at 
Adams Saturday night, at which Wil- 
liam Dobson will speak. 


Mr. Kipp of Springfield, who ia in 


the city in the interests of the new 
union paper, The Union Workman, waa 
present at the meeting. 


The eighth annual session of the 


Continenta.1 congress of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, at 
which the local chapter Is represented 
by Mrs. Mary F. Richmond, ia being 
held in Washington. The chief matter 
of business so far was a proposed 
amendment to the constitution provid- 
ing that chapters keep three-fourths 
of the dues of two dollars for each 
member, sending only fifty cents of 
this sum to the national board. The 
matter has been shelved at every con- 
gress for four yesrs, but, to the sur- 
prise of every one interested in the 
reduction, Miss Mary Desna, a na- 
tional officer, asked that it be taken 
up as the- first, instead of the fifteenth 
amendment, this year. 


Mrs. 
Fowler of Boston spoke earnest- 


ly upon the motion and the Massa- 
chusetts delegation had reason to feel 
proud of those who advocated her sen- 
timents so ably. Everyone can under- 
stand why the national officers oppose 
such a reduction, and all sorts of argu- 
ments were presented by them. The 
motion was lost by a vote of 245 
against 140 


During this discussion and voting 


there v.as intense excitement, and the 
president general's table meanwhile 
was hammered almost continuously by 
her historic gavel.

"bitter struggles," vociferous demon- 
strations and the like. These published 
statements would give one the im- 
pression that the meeting place is 
a scene of frenzy and disorder.

New England Association App'auds En. 


oouraging Reports From College. 


The «d annual dinner of the New 


England alumni association of Wil- 
liams college was observed last night 
at Young's hotel in Boston. The toast- 
master of the evening was Rev. C. L. 
Hutchlns, '61, and at the head table 
were: Rev. Daniel Marriman of Wor- 
cester. '63, ex-Judge James R. Dunbar 
of Brookline, 71. Prof. John H.Hewitt of 
the college, Edward P. Nichols, '61, T. 
Pharles Rackemann and Rev. Lyndon 
S. Crawford, '76, of the Turkey mission 
A small orchestra 
during the dinner. 


Rev. Dr. Hutchins opened the speak- 


ing, 
and after the health of Williams 


college had been drunk standing, Prof. 
Hewitt wa* introduced to speak for 
the college. He spoke of the progress 
of the last seven years. The three 
Thompson laboratories have been built 
during'that period, and Williams Is to- 
day as well fitted to- teach natural 
science as any college in the country- 
An inflrmarv has been built able to 
care for all who are borne from the 
athletic field. In that time Williams 
has received over $300000 in money 
Today there are more students than 
ever before, 385, and the number could 
be Increased to 500 if des'red. Wil- 
liams requires one year more of Greek 
and I^atin than any other New England 
college, Yale and Harvard alone ex- 
cepted. In the last year a gentleman 
has given $35,000 for a building for a 
center for social and religious life, 
provided $10,000 be raised for a susten- 
tation fund. A quiet canvass has been 
made and $12,000 has been subscribed. 
(Applause.) 


Prof. Hewitt urged the alumni to 


subscribe to the athletic rield, saying, 
"The fellows need It." Within a few 
years three colleges which compete 
with Williams have had • new presi- 
dents, hut the predicted paralysis of 
Williams has not come. 


The Williams idea, in distinction 


from the ideas of other colleges, is ex- 
preweii in the word "Service." 
In 


this time of public and private selfish- 
ness and scandals in the army and in 
high rositlon, it is well to recall the 
rare Ki-nerosity of Col. Williams, the 
founder of the college.
